Denise Smart, UNO’s marketing chair- 
man and chairman of the search committee, 
said the committee will meet again to discuss 
all three finalists before giving a recommen- 


dation to Ernest Peck, vice chancellor of -

the selection.

A UNO Communications Department siiienae scolded 
me and recommended vengeance against my company in a 
Public Pulse letter in the Omaha World-Herald, so I thought 
I would use a reliable campus communication vehicle for 
sharing my defense. As a part-time instructor in the Commu- 
nications Department, I found the attack particularly painful. 
For that I have our daily newspaper to thank. 

A Woild-Herald reporter covering arecent public meeting 
relied on “notepad shorthand” to paraphase remarks I had 
made in describing Cox Cable’s decision to replace an 
international language channel. In a verbal paragraph of 
commentary at the meeting, I acknowledged, with respect, 
the position of several attendees who had previously testified. 
(Among them were two distinguished UNO professors whose 
classes I enjoyed when I was a “mere” student.) 

I began that observation with the introductory clause, 
“These are scholarly people.” I went on to note that on a day- 
to-day basis, my work as a public relations representative 
brought me in contact with many cable customers, some of 
whont had expressed concerns ee the signal quality of the 
channel Cox replaced. 

The resulting “quote” in the daily newspaper, lifted from 
notepad “chicken scratchings,” was “I don’t deal much with 
scholarly people. I deal with cable customers.” , 

For the record, I am delighted to report that in fact I have 
frequent occasion to deal with scholarly people. I am even 
more delighted to report that the two groups—scholars and 
cable customers—are anything but mutally exclusive.

Information is hard to find forDeputy 
Mayor Kevin Calhoun, played by John 
Cusack. His search for the truth is roused 
from his upbringing by his mentor Mayor 
John Pappas, played by Al Pacino. 

Pacino plays his part masterfully. His firm 
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but warm-hearted, powerful yet sincere atti- 
tude backs up his outlook on his city. Pappas 
cares-more for his citizens then his politics, 
shown by his caring about Bone’s tragedy. 
_ Pappas allows Calhoun to oversee the 
investigation into Zapatti’s early dismissal, 
giving Calhoun the opportunity to seize the 
crown of “good guy.” Calhoun’s character 
has little basis on being an investigator. His 
description as deputy mayor is limited to 
advising the mayor and arranging his sched- 
ule. When Calhoun takes matters into his 
own hands, his credibility is lost and his 
character is changed. 

His struggle for the truth takes few twists 
and involves only those who are expected to 
be involved. Calhoun begins to work with

This guy played soprano, alto, tenor 
and baritone saxophones plus a thing calleda 
digital sound controller which was like an 
electronic version of a grade school recorder. 
He made all the songs sound more jazzy and 
funky. 

Most of the crowd stayed around for the 
whole show, even though the acts were quite 
different. I know I really liked the combina- 
tion.

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Lady Mavs Lose to Top Teams in Conference

Two of the top three teams in the conference visited the 
UNO Fieldhouse Friday and Saturday nights and walked 
away with more wins. North Dakota State, the No. 2 team in 
the nation and the NCC’s leader, and North Dakota, No. 3 in 
the North Central Conference, both defeated the Lady Mavs. 

Friday night, UNO came within four points of UND but 
couldn’t close in any further. Saturday night against NDSU 
they lost by 31 points — a margin which may come back to 
frost UNO’s postseason hopes. The loss to NDSU may hurt 
the team when the regional committee votes on which NCC 
teams will go to the postseason. 

“You want to play your best at the end of the year and we 
played them tougher then we did up there,” said UNO Head 
Coach Cherri Mankenberg. “They danced around the league 
the first time around. Now teams are making adjustments. 
This league is tough.” 

The Lady Mavs dropped to 6-8 in conference play. - 

Junior Amy Breen:led the Lady Mavs. She scored 37 
points on the weekend including 24 against North Dakota on 
Friday. Junior Amy Loth added 25 points.
